The magazine entitled Bawdy Bailers is comprised of a single photographic feature of 
a male and a female engaged in sexual activity. There are some photographs that are 
close-up depictions of the participants' genitalia which are considered to degrade and 
dehumanise the participants to a small degree. Due to the explicit manner in which the 
magazine deals with matters of sex, the Classification Office considers that the 
availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is 
restricted to an adult audience. Therefore this magazine is classified as:
